NEW MONTAUK STATIONS ARE PLANNED 

With the Army Corps of Engineers winding up 
their work rebuilding the dunes on the beach 
in downtown to protect Montauk from flooding, 
it turns out that the $9 million project will cost 
only $6 million. After some conversation with 
Hamptons Subway Commissioner Aspinall and 
the owners of some nightspots in Montauk, it’s 
been decided to use the $3 million to dig new 
tunnels and install a new network of subway 
stops throughout Montauk connecting the 
major nightspots there. The stops will be at 
the Surf Lodge on Edgemere Street, Navy Beach 
on Navy Road, the Sloppy Funa on Emerson 
Avenue downtown, Ruschmeyer’s on Second 
House Road and the Crows Nest on West Lake 
Drive. The regular part of the subway system 
closes at 2 a.m. for nightly maintenance, but 
this new spur will close at 4 a.m. and make 
its own circular route around Montauk for all 
the partygoers. 

There’s not enough money for both up and 
down escalators at each station, so after 
considering having escalators at just half the 
stations, it has been decided to have just up 
escalators and, where a new down escalator 
might be put in the future, just have a long metal 
slide from street level so the partygoers can get 
down easily. Of course people can always use 
the stairs. The new subway line is a loop, and is 
designed so summer partygoers can party hop 
from one night spot to another without having 
to drive, which is a good thing because a lot of 
drinking goes on at these night spots. 

The Montauk Loop Spur can be accessed 
at the regular downtown Montauk stop 
where riders come in from Amagansett, East 
Hampton and points west. There’s a free 
transfer. Once on the Hamptons Subway 
Hamptons Subway— 
but now you’re on the Montauk Loop 
Spur party ride. You can leave Montauk by 
hopping off at downtown too, of course, 
and head home to the Hamptons to sober 
up. The Loop Spur should be open by 
May 1, if construction proceeds on schedule. 


CRACK OF THE WHIP 

During the last half of December, riders on the 
Hamptons Subway, once they get onto a subway 
train, will be treated to a whole Christmas 
program on the PA system. After the lady says 
“Watch Out for the Closing Doors,” the subway 
will begin to move and that will begin the 
recording. It begins with the crack of the whip, 
then the sound of jingle bells and the voice 
of Santa announcing all the reindeer, in order, 
followed with a finale Ho, Ho, Ho. 

If there is remaining time after that before the 
train arrives at the next station, riders will be 
treated with a commercial over the PA from a 
local merchant or two. If interested in rates, 
call the Hamptons Subway line at 
595-HAM-SUBWAY.

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A Chat with Santa 


He’s Very Busy at This Time So I Took the Trip to North Pole City

o interview Santa Claus two weeks before 
Christmas, I had to go to the North Pole. 

_ “?m really sorry I can’t come to you,” he said 
on the phone in that familiar deep, jolly voice. 
“But I just can’t get away now.” 

“I understand,” | said. 

“Now if this had been the summertime...”

To get to the North Pole, I took the Hampton

“Okay. Well, first of all | had no idea the North 
Pole was such a big city. And it looks new.” 

“Pretty new. And it wasn’t always a city. It 
started out as just a workshop and two elves, 
with me and the Misses living upstairs.

- says Atlas, who first presented the Fireside Sessions 
at Bay Street in 2014. “I’ve been very specific in 
choosing the performers to make for exciting, unique 
experiences.” 

The variety of the Fireside Sessions has always 
been astonishing, and this year will be no exception. 
The series kicks off on January 2 with the return of 
Randi Fishenfeld, the monster rock violinist who 
has been here to tear it up with Atlas every year. On 
January 9, Atlas brings in drummer extraordinaire 
Simon Kirke for the first time. Kirke has famously 
performed with Bad Company, Free and The Ringo 
Starr All Stars. 

On January 16, it’s Clark Gayton, a man who 
funks it up on the trombone in ways you didn’t 
know were possible. Guitar god Andy Aledort lands 
on January 23, which will be a night of fretboard 
wizardry between Aledort and Atlas’s resident 
virtuoso Johnny Blood—and maybe one or two 


more local guitar legends. Rounding out the series 
will be Danny Kean on January 30. He brings his 
soulful keyboards and vocals to warm us all up in 
the depths of winter. 

Atlas is looking forward to the whole series, 
but, restless artist that she is, she can’t help but 
be a little extra excited about the January 9 show 
with first-time guest Kirke. “Simon is also a prolific 
songwriter and multi instrumentalist. This is sure 
to be a breathtaking night of well-known and 
original music.” 

Of course, none of it would be possible without 
Atlas and her band, the Nancy Atlas Project. 
Very few bands could pull out a series of five 
different shows—playing completely new tunes 
in a huge variety of styles—with the confidence 
and precision that Atlas’s band does. With Blood’s 
guitar chops, Neal Surreal’s keys (and accordion 
and harmonica), plus the strong backbone of Brett 
King on bass and Richard Rosch on drums, the 
Nancy Atlas Project can go from funk to reggae to 
zydeco to country-rock without breaking a sweat. 
They’ve been playing together for over 20 years, and 
it shows. 

Every performance features a couple of Atlas’s 
great originals as well, but one of the things that 
makes the whole series work is Atlas’s commitment 
to showcasing her guests. Naturally, Atlas’s fans 
show up (in droves) for the Fireside Sessions, 
knowing they'll always get a great show. And they 
also get to hear a variety of brilliant artists, playing in

styles that they might not gravitate to on their own. 

Although she’s quick to downplay her own role, 
Atlas is not unaware that the Fireside Sessions 
are unique. “It really takes a perfect storm: Dan’s 
Papers’s support, a great venue and of course the 
musicians. Thanks to Dan’s Papers, and Bay Street, 
we have this magical little bubble for creating 
one-of-a-kind experiences. It’s incredibly rare, and 
incredibly fun."

Drink Local This Holiday Season on the East End

® Tis the season to celebrate, and there’s no better 
way to enjoy the holidays than with a bottle 
of bubbly. 

“Sparkling wine is a natural pairing with 
celebrations. The holiday season is filled with friends, 
family and toasting all we have to be grateful and 
thankful for,” says Kelsey Cheslock, the Marketing 
and Social Media Coordinator at Sparkling Pointe 
in Southold. 

A happy accident, champagne—much like 
lobster—was once considered a bottom-of-the-barrel 
indulgence. In the 1400s, a cold snap in Europe 
disrupted the fermentation process, causing an 
excess of carbon dioxide. Snubbed for centuries, 
the fizzy drink was later perfected by a monk named 
Dom Pierre Pérignon in the late 1600s, and the rest 
is history.

Experts Share Do’s and Don’ts of Local Market 


Always do this. Never do that. 
The rules of real estate in the 
Hamptons and on the North 
Fork are as varied as the 
properties themselves, but 
knowledge is power—your 
power, as luck would have it, 
as our roundtable of experts 
_ and insiders share their Do’s 
and Don’ts for navigating 
the market today and in the

future on the East End. 


“The Do’s: 1. Location is a prime consideration. 
Buy the best location your budget will allow. In an 
up market the best locations go up first and go up 
most and in a down market they go down last and 
go down least. 2. Determine what your goals are. 
Is the purchase for an investment, personal use or 
a combination of both? Do you want a larger home 
further from the water or something smaller but in 
a more desirable location? If the home is for rental, 
factors to consider are number of bedrooms, baths 
(en suite is desirable), does it have a heated pool 
and tennis court. The more amenities the better. 
3. Once you select the area you want, you should 
become acquainted with the market. All real estate 
is local. There are different price points even in the 
same village depending on the location. Try to see 
all the homes that your budget will allow. You never 
will know what a seller will accept until you make 
an offer. 

The Don'ts: 1. The purchase of real estate is an 
investment. In some cases it might be the largest 
investment you will make. The purchase can be very 
emotional. Professionals try to eliminate emotion 
from the process. 2. All markets are cyclical. Real 
estate is no different. If you are going to invest, you 
must have a long-term horizon. Flipping properties 
is not for the faint of heart. It is speculation. You 
must have patience for the market to improve. 
If you do not, I suggest the equity markets. 3. Do 
not over-leverage the property. If you take out a 
large mortgage and the market goes through a 
downward cycle, you may have to sell the property 
at a loss. Be on notice—substantial interest and 
principal payments takes away patience.”—Alan 
Schnurman, Licensed Associate Real Estate Broker, 
Saunders & Associates 


“1. Choose an experienced, full-time agent to 
represent you as a buyer’s agent who can negotiate 
on your behalf and give you the information you 
need to make an informed decision. Most agents 
working with buyers are actually working for the 
seller unless you sign a contract to be a client. Be 
sure it is someone who is deeply rooted in knowing 
the area and makes a practice of working as a 
buyer’s agent. Do not use an out-of-area agent or 
someone who does this part-time. Referral of friends, 
family and people in the community are helpful. 
2. Use a local attorney. There are different customs, 
practices, town codes, and situations that an out-of- 
area attorney won’t be familiar with. Local attorneys 
also have past experience working with one another 
and this will help with the communication through 
the contract and closing process. Ask your buyer’s 
agent for a few recommendations. Then call each 
to see whom you feel most comfortable with. 
3. Although most buyers think they will keep the 
home they buy forever, life circumstances do change 
unexpectedly. Be sure that you are considering 
resale when you purchase. Buying a location or 
home or renovating that home to create something 


that is too taste-specific will make it very difficult 
to sell if need be. This is another area that the 
right buyer’s agent can help advise you about.”

“Do’s and Don'ts in the real estate market all come 
down to a balance between practicality and passion 
as you shop for an East End home. Limiting them 
to three each is tough, but here are some thoughts: 
1. Do your homework prior to your purchase journey 


with regards to financing, brokers and _ builders. 
Social media and company sites give you plenty 
of advanced info. 2. Be sensible with offers and 
expectations. Check websites that allow you to 
see what neighboring homes recently sold for with 
regards to square-footage and amenities. 3. Do scope 
out your desired locations diligently. What may be a 
quiet, picturesque road on Tuesday may be a parking 
lot on a Friday. 

Don’ts: 1. Don’t think your East End home only 
exists in the summer—access, marketability and

sense of the home there are things that we can’t see 
with the naked eye—plumbing, wiring, foundations 
etc. This could be the biggest purchase you make it 
your life—make a solid investment. 

Don’t forget the additional costs involved 
in buying a home—there are closing costs to be 
considered—ask your broker to explain the Peconic 
Bay Community Preservation Fund (2% Tax) and 
New York State Mansion Tax if you are purchasing 
a home over $1,000,000. After closing there are 
taxes, insurance—homeowners and flood—service 
and maintenance costs. Make sure you are aware 
of these, especially if you live in an apartment, and 
will be comfortable paying these even with a change 
in household income. Some costs can be defrayed 
by renting the home during season—work out the 
income potential. Don’t buy a house for the shiny 
things in it—the sellers and stagers usually tend 
to take these out! Try to look at the space and not 
the stuff in it. You, or your decorator, will have an 
opportunity to imprint your own style on any home 
and minor changes to décor and furnishings can have 
a dramatic effect—you too can have a magazine- 
quality home! Don’t ask for too many other people’s 
opinions—you are the ones buying the home— 
everyone has an opinion on the neighborhood, price, 
style—even your second cousin in Idaho who hasn’t 
ever been to the Hamptons but may have once 
looked at Zillow. This will be your home, it is your 
budget and your money—too many opinions will 
simply confuse you and spread doubt in the whole 
process.”—Maz Crotty, Licensed Associate Real 
Estate Broker, Nest Seekers International 


“In today’s market, with well-priced homes moving 
briskly, one of the things that buyers need to do 
is to have their financial ducks in order. If they 
need to finance, they should be talking with their 
bank or mortgage broker to be sure they qualify. 
But more important than having a pre-qualifying 
letter is to have documentation with the lender. This 
can facilitate making a no mortgage contingency 
offer which is attractive to sellers. Another “do” for 
the buyer is to find a real estate broker who will 
have their best interests in mind, that knows the 
market and is a “value-added” agent who comes to 
the table prepared. Lastly, do use a local attorney. 
A local attorney will know the various nuances of 
East End real estate clearing restrictions, permits 
and laws that lawyers outside the area aren’t 
cognizant of. 

When it comes to the don’ts...Don’t hesitate to 
make an offer. I’ve seen buyers waver and then 
another buyer makes an offer to swoop in and get 
the home. When it comes to negotiating, don’t 
put in a low-ball offer. All that does is to put off 
the seller. Granted it’s a business transaction but 
some sellers get emotional to the point of stopping 
negotiations. Even though a home is under contract, 
don’t stop communicating with your broker. Many 
times a broker can iron out a problem that might 
arise in an economical and timely fashion. Knowing 
these basic do’s and don’ts can go a long way 
in helping the buyer acquire his dream home.”
